Steelworkers End 
One-Day Walkout 


• 15-Cent Pay Raise Is Accepted; 
Strike Announced Last Midnight 


PITTSBURGH Of) — U. S. Steel 
Corp. and the CIO United Steel­ 
workers today agreed on a 15-cent- 
plus average hourly wage boost to 
end the shortest nation-wide strike 
in the steel industry’s labor his­ 
tory. 
(Et The union’s wage-policy com­ 
mittee gave a cheering, whist­ 
ling ovation to union President 
David J. McDonald. 
McDonald personally negotiated 
the wage pact in nearly night-long 
talks w;th John A. Stephens, vice 
president and chief negotiator for 
U. S. Steel. 
The walkout began at midnight 
Thursday, but the settlem ent was 
expected to set idle mills and fur­ 
n a c e s back into operation in quick 
order.

Reserve Bill 
Slated For 
House Action 
WASHINGTON W — The House 
got another shot at President Eis­ 
enhow er’s m ilitary reserve 
pro­ 
gram today with opponents prim ed 
to battle on two main issues. 
Leaders 
predicted 
the 
House 
would pass a 
m easure 
designed 
to encourage a million teen-agers 
to volunteer, during the next four 
years, for a planned reserve force 
of 2,900,000 men. 
This was the second attem pt to 
get House approval of an adm in­ 
istration-backed 
bill 
aim ed 
at 
strengthening the nation’s m ilitary 
reserves. 
Over a month ago, the House 
adopted an antisegregation armend- 
m ent, impelling House leaders to 
w ithdraw the bill to avert its pos­ 
sible defeat. E arlier this m o n th - 
after repeated proddings from Ei­ 
senhower—the House Armed Serv­ 
ices Com m ittee brought out a new 
bill designed to skirt the segrega­ 
tion issue and other sources of 
contention. 
Retained was a key provision 
aim ed at enforcing reserve duty 
requirem ents. It would authorize 
the recall for 45 days of service 
of any reservist who fails to keep 
up with his

program . 
As the new bill was called up 
for debate, Rep. Powell 
(D-NY) 
said he would use every parlia­ 
m entary device he could in a new 
attem pt to w rite in a provision to 
bar racial segregation in the N a­ 
tional Guard.

Business Prospects 
Good For Second 
Half O f Year 


Editors Note: With the business 
boom rolling in high ge§r, what’s 
ahead for the last six months of 
1955;. There may be slight sum m er 
w 
declines, but, barring serious labor 
trouble, good tim es are expected to 
continue and to make this year the 
greatest on record, in the following 
article, last of two, Sam Dawson, 
AP business news analyst, outlines 
what s ahead for the rem ainder of 
the year.

seem s set on sticking around for 
awhile. It m ay suffer a little from 
the heat.

where it alw ays appears — to be 
chased away in the fall by more of 
the sam e good tim es the nation now 
enjoys. 
The theory of the confident ones: 
The whole econom y has moved up 
a notch to a “ new plateau.” There 
likely will be, as always, som e ups 
and downs on tile new terrain (few 
indeed believe the business cycle 
has been com pleted^ licked). But 
there will be no turning back to 
form er 
standards 
and 
m easure­ 
ments. 
W ages are rising. Take home pay 
is at a record high. And the pres­ 
sure for higher wage scales is ex­ 
pected 
to 
increase. 
This 
would 
mean more spending money for 
w'orkers, as long as factories con­ 
tinue on busy schedules. 
It also m eans higher costs for 
m anufacturers and supplies of bas­ 
ic m aterials. And at m idyear the 
big debate in business is how much 
of this greater cost will be passed 
along in higher prices for m aterials 
and higher list prices for manu­ 
factured goods. 
The cost of living, nevertheless, 
is expected to show little change 
in the next six months. The price 
of food may ease a little more to 
offset any rise in manufactured 
goods. 
Productivity is expected to keep 
on rising in the second half of the 
year—that is, new equipm ent in 
modern 
plants 
will 
continue 
to 
mean more goods turned out per 
man hour, offsetting costlier labor, 
at least in part. 
Industrialists report plans to ex­ 
pand their plants further, to hire 
more workmen, to turn out more 
goods. Retail spokesmen estim ate 
that sales will total a record 175 
billion dollars this year, a gain of 
four per cent over 1954. Together 
these spell out: A rising standard 
of living for A m erica’s growing 
population. 
The consum er will decide whether 
this com es about on schedule. He

COLLEGE PAIRS DO BETTER 
NOT SO LONG ago the chronic worriers 
were being chilled by the thought that the 
non-educated were producing children at a 
much faster rate than the educated. This 
they took to mean that the trend was to­ 
ward an Alterate nation. 
Now the trend is improving. The Popul­ 
ation Reference Bureau, Inc., of Washing­ 
ton, D. C., after a ten-year study, finds 
that the college graduates still aren’t pro­ 
ducing enough children to replace them­ 
selves, but they are making gains. 
In 1936 the couple out of college aver­ 
aged only 1.02 children ten years after gra­ 
duation. Today they are averaging 1.73 
children—a 70 percent gain in two decades. 
Allowing for infant mortality, it is estim­ 
ated the college pair should have 2.15 chil­ 
dren to replace them. 
The Mormon institutions of higher learn- 
ding reports their graduates average 3.19 
children in ten years. Eleven Catholic coll­ 
eges have a record of 2.62 children per 
couple after ten years. The Protestant 
couples are low on the statistical table. 
It is good to know that education is be­ 
coming less a drawback to propagation 
of the race. There are, of course, “educat­ 
ed fools” whose progeny might not be so 
good. But that type is perhaps so unsucce­ 
ssful in the economic world that it can’t 
afford children. 


SAFE FOR WALKING 
LAST YEAR was a good one for pedes­ 
trians, reports the American Automobile 
Association. Fewer people were mortally 
injured while walking than since the start 
of the automobile age. 
The 1954 toll totalled fewer than 8,000, 
compared with the 15,500 pedestrians who 
died in 1937, the peak year for this type of 
fatality, and 10,900 persons killed w h i l e 
walking in 1927, the first year when the 
A. A. A. started keeping books on this ap­ 
palling waste of life. 
There may have been a time a few years 
ago when drivers of motor vehicles took a 
patronizing attitude toward persons on foot 
and contested their right to be on the 
street. Such an attitude is no longer justi­ 
fied. Today nearly everyone drives at least 
one car—and is frequently making p a y ­ 
ments on two. 
Pedestrians now encountered on the 
streets have either just alighted from their 
cars or are about to remount them. They 
are no longer a motorless class, just motor­ 
ists temporarily in flux and are according­ 
ly spared. 
This may help to account for the improv­ 
ed safety showing. The record should be 
perfect when American industrial ingenu- 
city works out a way to keep people from 
hoofing it. 


George E. Sokolsky’s 
These Days 


If the right to travel is a ‘natural right,” 
is not the right to migrate an extension of 
what is “natural” ? The question must also 
be asked: ‘What is a natural right?” If 
the Constitution is to be interpreted so 
broadly ‘that the courts become a third leg­ 
islative chamber, is this not, of itself, a 
revolutionary doctrine? 


I 
If judges care to go back to the Declara­ 
tion of Independence for their source, they 
will find the right to ‘life, liberty and the 
pursuit of happiness,” and as the F i f t h 
Amendment to the Constitution puts it, 
‘property:” But if the judges insist upon 
pursuit of happiness or liberty to justify 
their opinion extending the “n a t u r a l 
rights” of the individual, by what right is 
there a prohibition of heroin or marijuana, 
both of which could be a “pursuit of happi­ 
ness,” temporary though it might be? Or, 
we might suggest that many forms of taxa­ 
tion are a deprivation of property. 
The issue then becomes “due process of 
law,” and the question arises whether each 
and every administrative function thus be­ 
comes subject to judicial review. 
Admitting that regulations about pass­ 
ports may be made by the Executive, the 
final decision remains in the courts. It 
would be interesting to read an essay by 
one of these judges on the nature of ‘nat­ 
ural rights” in our society, whether they 
relate it to the absolutes of Natural Law or 
to the adjustments of opinion to the cli­ 
mate of the moment. It might read l i k e 
something by Bakunin. 
Now along comes the S e n a t o r from 
Massachusetts, John F. Kennedy, who was 
elected from a state with a large foreign 
population. Senator Kennedy m a k e s the 
point: 
‘Italy must secure the emigration of at 
least 200,000 persons annually in the next 
ten years if it is to remain a stable, healthy 
member of the free world.” 
True, 
Italy faces an over-population 
problem. So does Greece. So does Great 
Britain. So does Red China. So does India. 
In fact, the Earth is being over-populated 
and experts on food problems are deeply 
concerned. Does that mean that u n d e r 
some “natural rights” decision of a court, 
all the countries that are over-populated 
may dump their surplus populations upon 
the United States? 
Senator Kennedy says that u n d e r the 
present law only 17,000 Greeks and 60,000 
Italians can be admitted into the United 
States over a three-year period. And being 
politically-minded, the Senator from Mas­ 
sachusetts makes the point that as millions 
of Italians are out of work, it gives com­ 
fort to the Communists. Does he want the 
millions of Italians who are out of work to 
migrate to the United States? Why does he 
not appeal to Canada which is under-popu­ 
lated to take them in? 
On the other hand, if the right to travel 
is a “natural right,” why should we have 
any immigration restrictions at all? If a 
man wants to travel to the United States, 
who, in defiance of “natural rights,” may 
say him nay? If he wants to remain after 
he has travelled here, who has the author­ 
ity to over-rule nature by demanding a 
passport, a visa, fingerprints and a record?

room medicine cabinet in our 
home was quite ample. It held a 
jar of vaseline, a tube of tooth­ 
paste, a box of baking soda, a 
razor, a cake of shaving soap, 
a bottle of iodine, a package of 
absorbent cotton, a can of tal­ 
cum, a roll of gauze and some 
adhesive tape.

THE PROPHET Jeremiah is 
called the "prophet of doom." He 
was a courageous man who had 
been told by the Lord what would 
happen to his people if they did 
not turn from their evil ways, and 
return to God who had blessed 
them in the past. 
In spite of persecution, Jere­ 
miah persisted in warning the 
king of Judah, Jchoiakim, and all 
the people of the fall of Judah 
and desolation that would come 
if they persisted in their evil 
ways. Some were frightened, but 
the king would not be warned, 
and so Judah was conquered at 
last by Nebuchadnezzar and Je r­ 
usalem destroyed. 
It has been suggested that the 
younger classes be introduced to 
the lesson by an example from 
our modern day. If a person parks 
his automobile next to a fire hy­ 
drant or other place th at is for­ 
bidden by law, he will be given a 
ticket and must appear in court, 
and if guilty he is fined. It is no 
use ignoring the ticket or tearing 
it up, or the fine will be heavier 
and must be paid. 
The Lord spoke to Jerem iah 
and told him to go to the king 
and say: "Hear the word of the 
Lord, O king of Judah, that sit- 


test upon the throne of David, 
thou and thy servants, and thy 
• people that enter in by these 
gates. 
"Thus saith the Lord, Execute 
ye judgment and righteousness, 
and deliver the spoiled out of the 
hand of the oppressor, and do no 
wrong, do no violence to the 
stranger, the fatherless, nor the 
widow, 
neither 
shed 
innocent 
blood in this place. 
“For if ye do this thing indeed, 
then shall there enter in by the 
gates of this house kings sitting 
upon the throne of David, riding 
in chariots and on horses, he, and 
his servants and his people. 
“But if ye will not hear these 
words, I swear by Myself, saith 
the Lord, that this house shall 
become a desolation. 
“For thus saith the Lord unto 
the king’s house of Judah, Thou 
art Gilead unto Me, and the head 
of Lebanon, yet surely I will 
make 
thee 
a 
wilderness, 
and 
cities which are not inhabited. 
“And I will prepare destroyers 
against thee, every one with his 
weapons, and they shall cut dowTi 
thy choice cedars, and cast them 
into the fire. 
"And many nations shall pass 


» by this city, and they shall say 
every 
man 
to 
his 
neighbor. 
W herefore hath the Lord done 
thus unto this great city? 
"Then shall they answer, Be­ 
cause 
they have forsaken 
the 
covenant of the Lord their God, 
and worshipped other gods, and 
served them."—Jerem iah 22:2-9. 
O ur space will not allow us to 
go fully into the history of the 
other, so we m ust confine our­ 
selves to Jehoiakim ’s reign. 
Not being allowed to go to the 
temple. Jeremiah told his faith­ 
ful Baruch, son of Neriah, to 
write on a scroll all his weanlings 
so th at all might be informed of 
w hat would befall them in case 
they continued in their disobedi­ 
ence to the Lord. 
So Jeremiah dictated his words 
to Baruch and he inscribed them 
on the scroll, and read them to 
the people on a fasting day when 
many people came to Jerusalem . 
The princes of the realm told 
Jerem iah and Baruch to hide so 
th at no man would know where 
they w-ere, for some of the princes 
were afraid. Then they told the 
king about the scroll and w hat 
was w ritten thereon, and laid the 
scroll in the chamber of Elisha- 
ma. the scribe. 
"So the king sent Jehudi to 
fetch the rolls and he took it out 


of Elishama the scribe's cham ber; 
and Jehudi read it in the ears of 
the king, and in the ears of all 
the princes which stood beside 
the king. 
"Now the king sat in the wun- 
ter-house. on the ninth month 
(December); and there w as a 
fire on the hearth burning before 
him. 
"And it came to pass, that 
when Jehudi had read three or 
four leaves, he (the king) cut it 
wnth the penknife and cast it into 
the fire that w'as on the hearth, 
until the roll was consumed in 
the fire that was on the hearth.” 
Some interceded with the king 
not to destroy the rolls, but he 
would not hear, but later Jere­ 
miah rewrote the scroll. 
Jehoiakim reigned from 609- 
598 B. C. How vain was his a t­ 
tem pt to destroy the words of 
Jehovah! How vain is it for us 
.to disregard the will of God! 
Only by obeying His laws and 
living the life of which C hrist 
would have us can we ever be 
happy upon this earth. Honesty 
rn business and in alt our dealings 
with others, loving our neighbor 
as ourselves—these bring their 
own rewards.

And what he thinks—that the 
governm ent should sell to private 
utilities its public power plants and 
property, including the Tennessee 
Valley Authority—is going to be 
the source of controversy for a 
long time. 
But his thinking goes far be­ 
yond just getting the governm ent 
out of the business of selling elec­ 
tric power to consumers at lower 
fetes than those of private power 
Companies. 
Moreell explained his philosophy 
of governm ent at a recent W ash­ 
ington dinner with newsmen. He 
said the governm ent, meaning the 
taxpayers 
in 
general, 
shouldn't 
have to pay for the benefits re­ 
ceived by some locality or special 
group. 
One of the newsmen, not sure 
he understood the depths of the 
Jjjm iral's 
philosophy, 
rem inded 
him Am erican history was full of 
instances where the governm ent 
had helped special groups or bus- 
nesses. 
He cited price supports given 
farm ers and the huge help the 
governm ent gave the early rail­ 
roads. “ Do you think,” the news­ 
men asked, “ those price supports 
and help to the railroads were 
w rong?” 
• “ Wrong as hell,” said the ad­ 
m iral, his pleasant face full of con­ 
fidence. 
This w riter w asn’t sure w hether 
the adm iral was limiting his views 
to history. So he asked Moreell 
if what he said goes for the pres­ 
ent too. Does he think price sup­ 
ports and, for exam ple, postal sub­ 
sidies are wrong now? 
“ You’re dam n right,” said the 
tim ira l. 
• F o rm e r President Hoover and 
his 12-man commission, set up by 
Congress and President Eisenhow­ 
er to see how the governm ent 
could be run better, picked Mo­ 
reell for a special job. 
They m ade him chairm an of an­ 
other 25-man group—called a task 
force—made 
up 
of businessmen 
and, like Moreell himself, engin­ 
eers. They were told to study and 
m ake 
recom m endations o n 
the 
fev em m en t’s w ater resources and 
power policies. 
The task force investigated for 
two years and on March 31 hand­ 
ed the commission its recom m en­ 
dations in an 1,800-page report. It 
suggested, 
among 
other 
things, 
that the governm ent stop building 
power plants and get rid of those 
it has. 
This was too strong for the Hoo­ 
ver Commission, which then m ade 
fet own much m ilder recom m enda­ 
tions to Eisenhower and Congress. 
Moreell, apparently not too de­ 
jected that the Hoover Commis­ 
sion didn’t go along with all his 
ideas, prom ised to lead a public 
fight to carry out those recom ­ 
mendations of the commission with 
which he agrees. 
It should be quite a fight in 
the years ahead since Moreell is 
a jn a n of positive views and bounc- 
S ; energy.

State Patrol Reveals 
Intensified Cruising 
North O f Ashville 


Two projects under consideration 
by the Pickaway County Traffic 
Safety Committee have been giv­ 
en added emphasis in light of re­ 
cent disclosures here. 
First, there is the problem of 
“ Yellow Line” signs, which the 
committee has been told are not 
effective enough. City court re­ 
cords, from Jan. I through the 
middle of June, reveal 155 yel­ 
low line violators have been con­ 
victed here; 
this averages 
to 
nearly one a day. 
Second, the problem of Walnut 
Creek Pike 
and the Circleville- 
Lockbourae Rd. north of Ashville. 
Sheriff’s deputies and 
the State 
Patrol have begun 
a 
patrol 
of 
both following 
reports 
that 
the 
roads were 
becoming 
miniature 
Indianapolis Speedways. 
Last year, The Herald brought 
the yellow line problem to the at­ 
tention of the State Highway De­ 
partment, 
charging 
that 
there 
were too few' signs of this type. 
The reply was that there were 12 
in the county and that this was 
sufficient.

“ OHIO 
MOTORISTS 
certainly 
know what yellow lines mean; it’s 
in their driving test. And out-of- 
state drivers have sim ilar setups 
in their own areas and therefore 
one sign should be enough to re­ 
mind them ,” the reply continued. 
Here is a breakdown of the city 
court record on yellow line con­ 
victions since Jan. I of this year: 
Approximately 85 
convictions 
were against motorists from co­ 
unties in Ohio other than Pick­ 
aw ay; 65 were against drivers 
from outside of the state

cluding one from Canada); and 
only five were against Pickaway 
County motorists. 
A suggestion was made to the 
traffic safety group that “No Pass­ 
ing” signs should accompany any 
yellow line sector.

Boom, But Color Is Lagging 
NEW YORK (.?>—-A boom in sales 
of black and white sets is com­ 
pletely overshadowing color tele­ 
vision, which appears to be stuck 
on dead center.
